FOSTER JOHNSON OF 

GRASS LAKE CONFESSES 
TO WIFE MURDER 



On the Day of His Wife's Death They Met After a Sep- 

aration and Walked Along the Shore of Niagara 

When His Wife Said She Was Going to Suicide 



CLAIMS TO HAVE PUSHED HER INTO NIAGARA RIVER

An ordinance fixing tho time of holding 

the regular meeting and the salary of 

the president, clerk and\ trustees of 

the village of Antioch, Lake county, 

State of Illinois. 

Be it ordained by the president .and 
board of trustees of the village of An- 
tioch, Lake county, Illinois: 

Section 1. The regular meeting of 
the board of triiBtees of the village of 
Antioch shall beheld on the first Tues- 
day of each and every month at 7:80 p. 
m., from October 1st to May lst,\ and 
8:00 p." in. from May 1st to October 1st. 

Section 2. Tho president and trus- 
tees shall be allowed a compensation of 
$35.00 per year and the clerk Bhall re- 
ceive. a compensation of $75.00 per year. 

Section 3. The president, any mem- 
ber of the board or the clerk being ab- 
sent on any meeting, without good arid 
sufficient reason, shall be fined $1.00 for 
each and every absence, provided, how- 
ever, that a majority of the members 
elect of the village board may order said 
tine 8UBpended. 

Section 4. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict with, tho pro- 
visions of this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and publication.

Last Saturday morning Marshal 
Hooper was met with somewhat of a 
surprise when a man giving his name as 
Foster Johnson stepped up to him,, with 
the remark that he was a murderer and 
wanted to make a confession. He was 
calm and collected, and the Marshal 
not knowing just how serious the man 
might be, escorted him to the office 
of Justice of the Peace Joseph C. James 
to whom he made a full confession of 
his crime. Mr. James took his deposi- 
tion but at the same time there lurked 
in his own mind a suspicion that the 
man might not be just right However 
he called State's Attorney Dady by 
telephone and laid the matter before 
him, with the result that a telegram 
was at once sent east asking for in- 
formation. 

Robert Selter, by whom Johnson 
was employed was communicated with 
and gave it as his opinion that the man 
-was insane, Baying that the indian had 
told him the story several times but he 
believed the fellow was "Daffy" and 
that he didn't think there .was anything 
to it, as he had. previously-understood 
that the man's' wife had committed 
suicide. He also said that he had given 
Johnson ten dollars that morning when 
he left his place with the avowed in- 
tention of going to Chicago. 

Others believed the man to be out of 
his mind and his confession was not 
thought to bear enough weight to war- 
rant his being taken into custody. 
• After leaving the office of the Justice 
he went to one of the hotels and after 
partaking of dinner strolled out' and 
washiter found to have disappeared. 
Developments showed that he had 
walked to Lake Villa and boarded a 
train a little time later landing at 
Libertyville, where he was the central 
figure in a most dramatic scene in the 
MethodiBt church Sunday morning. 
Coming to the front at the end of the 
service and announcing his conversion 
he begged Rev. Whipple for a chance 
to make a full confession of his sins. 
Following assent, he told substantially 
the same story [of the murder of his 
wife as he had previously related here, 
and begged fc the minister for refuge 
for the day and night. The minister 
told him to return to Antioch and give 
himself up. Johnson instead of re- 
turning here, walked to Waukegan and 
did the thing advised. . 

He reached, there Monday morning 
and Monday evening walked into the 
police station and surrendered himself 
to the officers and was locked up. '-- 

His own story of the crime, which he 
told in practically the.same words each 
time he made a confession, is in subr 
Btance as follows: "My name is Foster 
Johnson, I am a full blooded indian, I 
am 44 years of age and was born on the 
Tuscaurora reservation nine miles from 
Niagara Falls, where my mother and 
my sister, Neliie still reside. I have 
also a brother William Johnson, on the 
reservation. Sanborn is the nearest 
railroad station, it is on the New Cen- 
tral. She storekeeper at the reserva- 
tion when I committed the crime was 
Holland Patterson. I own fifteen acres 
of reservation land. 

The thing that made me confess was 
that before I killed her and when Bhe 
told me that Bhe intended to commit 
suicide, my wife asked me for a nice 
gravestone and I promised her that I 
would get It I have never done bo 
and it has haunl'ed me. I see her dead 
in the river id my dreams and have 
hardly enjoyed a peaceful night's sleep 
since I killed her. 

.My wife's name was Emma Williams 
and she, like myself , was of the Tuscau- 
rora tribe. We lived together at first 
for two years, when jealously on my 
part seperated us. , Ope boy aged three 
monttafrdled. We lived together, off 
and on for twelve years, and then in 
1904 I left her to take; a job apple pick- 
ing with her brother who had 



my sister. We both of us lived with 
women not our wives up to the, time of 
the tragedy. 

On the day of the death my wife met 
me in a saloon. There was then a con- 
vention on at Niagara Falls. She asked 
me to buy her a drink and to support 
her through the whiter. I said I would 
but taxed her with offenses I suspected 
with other men and she confessed. 

Then she asked me to take a walk 
with her and we went to the American 
side of the Falls. There she threaten- 
ed to end it all. I do not know what 
came over me, a blind fit of anger per- 
haps, but I pushed her into the river 
with a kick. She did not scream, did 
not struggle. She simply covered her 
face with her shawl and drifted down 
stream. 

I went to Rochester and worked on a 
farm for two weeks, then I went to 
Wheeling, W. Va., and for a time lived 
with a woman named Ida Robinson. 
I then returned to the reservation, 
where my family told me how the body 
of my wife had been found about Octo- 
ber 23, and how* tha verdict, of- the-coro- 
ner'a jury was one of suicide. I told 
them wnat I had done and they told me 
to keep still, and not to tell. They 
feared for me. 

Many nights I have been unable to 
-sleep and the thought of the way I 
killed my wife burns deeply. It was 
God compelled me to come here." 

He recited in full the details of the 
events preceeding the death of his wife 
on the day that he pushed her into the 
river above the falls. He said he want- 
ed to be taken back for trial in order 
to escape committing suicide. He had 
escaped suspicion in connection with 
her death as the coroner's jury had re- 
turned a verdict of suicide after the 
finding of the woman's body. 

After telling his story, Johnson was 
placed in custody, and Sheriff Griffin 
telegraphed to Lockport, N. Y. but the 
sheriff there failed to have any records 
of the Johnson death and wired back 
that he did not want the man. Later 
however a special dispatch from Niag- 
ara Falls verified completely the state- 
ments of Johnson in regard to the fact 
that his wife met her death in the river 
October 4; 1904. The dispatch leaves 
little room to doubt that he is the 
husband of Mrs. Emma Williams John- 
son, who up to October 4, 1904, sold 
beadwork and other Indian novelties in 
the state park. On that day the 
woman disappeared. A number of 
tourists reported to the reservation 
authorities that they had seen the body" 
of a woman go over the falls on that 
night and the next day Mrs. Johnson's 
souvenir stand was found deserted. 
On October 13 Sampson Williams, the 
woman's brother reported that she was 
missing and October 1 23 tho body of a 
woman was taken from the river on the 
Canadian side of the. whirlpool. On 
October. 25 the body was identified as 
that of Mrs. Johnson. On October 27, 
HartSlocum then coroner held an in- 
quest and told the police at that time 
that she and her husband had had sev- 
eral quarrels just before her disappear- 
ance. 

, Some to whom Johnson has told his 
story believe the man is sincere and 
others believe that the whole matter is 
merelya hallucination of a deranged 
mind. 

Marshal Hooper says, that the man 
told the straightest story he ever heard 
and that he believes it to be true. 

"I believe Johnson's story said Chjef 
of Police Connolly, of Waukegan, I do 
not believe him insane and do not think 
that he is trying to work any game. 

Up to the present time the author- 
ities at Niagara have not decided as'to 
whether they want Johnson or not, but 
they are carrying on a thorough invesr 
tigatlon and it is expected that they 
will render their decision within tho 
married I next few days. 



DIDN'T LIKE CHARIVARI 

Wadsworth Youth Seeks Arrest of Those 
Connected With the Affair. 

A charivari which assumed serious 
proportions took place at? "^Wadsworth 
Thursday evening following .the mar- 
riage of Matt Meyers to Mary Hag- 
gerty and, while the bridesgroom has 
sought to have two dozen young men 
arrested for their part in the affair, 
State's Attorney Dady discouraged him 
and he finally decided to let. matters 
drop. 

• But, at that, it was one of 1 : the worst 
charivaries the county has . seen in 
years, marked by an attack on the 
bridegroom, by his threat to'ishoot the 
crowd, etc, 

The crowd gathered at the house 
shortly after the ceremony arid made 
all'sorts of noise, carrying it far into 
the night 

Finally Meyers appeared before the 
crowd with a shot gun in his hands and 
told the'men if they did not clear out he 
would shot them at once. 

Instead of obeying, they took-fthe shot 
gun from the groom after a desperate 
fight during which it was feared the 
gun might go off and hurt somebody. 
He then made his escape into the -barn 
and locked the doors when they tried to 
bring him out He then^sought refuge 
in the hay loft when the men tried to 
get at him and he hid under the hay for 
some time. r 

Finally his bride and other women 
managed to get him out of the rear 
door of the barn and into the house 
where he remained until the crowd dis- 
persed. / 

Meyers then went to Gurnee t to 
Constable Gray's home and asked the 
latter to arrest the men who took part 
The constable refused to do so with 
out warrants and Meyers went home. 

Later he went to Waukegan with a 
long list of names of tne men who were 
connected with the affair and asked an 
attorney to proceed against the bunch 
but he was discouraged and advised to 
let the matter, drop, and after a time 
he consented to do so.

DECLARES STORY IS FAKE 



Colonel Says He- Is Sorry Not to 
Meet " r Root In Europe— Desires 
Light on Political Conditions From 
All 8Ides. 



Vienna.— Theodore Roosevelt, was 
Indignant when ho learned that a re-, 
port had been printed in Paris and 
cabled to America,, to. the effect that 
one of the results of his recent con- 
ference wltti Glfford Pinchot was an 
agreement on his part to .use his namo 
as a candidate for the presidency. 

The colonel said the story was a 
puro fake, that neither. ho nor Glfford 
Pinchot had said anything that could 
possibly warrant such, a statement 

In this connection Roosevelt aald 
his meeting with Pinchot should not 
be Interpreted ob a deslro to hear only 
ono sldo of tho conservation contro- 
versy. "I want to hear all sides on all 
questions," the colonel said, '^and I 
shall bo -glad to see anyone who can 
enlighten mo on political conditions. 
I am sorry -that Senator Root could 
hot como to Europe." 

In concluding. his remarks regarding 
the Paris Herald, tho colonel said: "As 
this la the third false •statement in 
tho Herald of a similar character, I 
must absolutely decline -to see the 
representatives of that paper." 

Theodore Roosevelt' and his son 
Kermjt , arrived here Friday morning. 
A thin haze hung over the Austrian 
capital when the; train bearing Mr. 
Roosevelt, drew into the station. The 
guest was met by Herr von Mueller, 
principal secretary* of the foreign of- 
fice, who was there as representative 
of the Austrian government Amer- 
ican Ambassador. Kerens and others 
of the staffs of the American embassy 
and consulate and Baron Hengelmul- 
ler von Hengervar, Austro-Hungarian 
ambassador at Washington.' 

After an exchange of greetings Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Kerens entered a 
court carriage and drove directly to 
the Hotel Kranz. Owing to the earll- 
ness of the hour tho stroets were al- 
most deserted and although., tho 
driver and the footman wore" the im- 
perial livery the passing of the party 
attracted no attention. 

After breakfast with Henry White, 
formerly American ambassador to 
France, who camo from Silesia to meet 
him, Mr. Roosevelt received several 
'Americans who awaited .him at the 
hotel and then drove in the court car- 
riage to the foreign office, on the Ball- 
Platz, and • made an official^ call on 
Count yon Aehrenthal, the foreign min- 
ister. : 

At two b'clock-In the afternoon Mr. 
Roosevelt again entered the court car- 
riage and drove to the Horburg palace, 
where he was received. in audience by 
Emperor. Francis Joseph. As a spe- 
cial mark of esteem the emperor 
greeted his guest In his- private apart- 
ments instead of in the usual audienco 
chamber. As Mr. Roosevelt entered 
the courtyard the palace guard turned 
out and rendered'him military, honors. 

The gorgeous banquet given to for- 
mer President RbaBOvelt by Emperor 
Francis Joseph, Saturday . at the 
palace was the final function of royal- 
ty In his honor. This event, however, 
was overshadowed In a measure by a 
call on Colonel Roosevelt by the papal 
nuncio to Austria, Mgr. Granito dl 
Belmonte Plgnatclll. 

This Incident is considered here as 
being of the greatest significance as a 
sequel to tho Vatican's recent pro- 
nouncement 

The nuncio, In -full ecclesiastical 
vestments of his office, and accom- 
panied by his secretary, Mgr. Rossi- 
Stockalper, called upon the former 
president after the luncheon which 
Ambassador Kerens gave In his honor. 

After being presented by the Ameri- 
can ambassador, the papal nuncio 
and Colonel Roosevelt withdrew. They 
talked together for twenty minutes, 
but what transpired It Is impossible 
to state, as both subsequently declined 
to give any information.

ARMSTRONG COMPANY IS HIT 



Insurance Actuary Charges Nearly 
$600,000 Is MlBsIng From Treas- 
ury of Casualty Concern. 

Charleston, W. Va.— That tho active 
managers of tho Consolidated Casual- 
tl company before its reorganization 
hero this week, under direction of tho 
lnsuranco department of West Vir- 
ginia, collected $757,114 in ono year 
and nlno months, of which only $191,- 
637 remains, and that they mado false 
entries on tho books of tho company 
and falso returns to tho Insurance 
department of tho state, are charges 
In the report of John P. Rocho of New 
York, -consulting actuary to tho insur- 
ance department mado public Friday. 

The actuary found that the entiro 
management of tho company .was In 
the hands of Robert B. Armstrong of 
Chicago, president; C. H. Burras, vice- 
president, and A. S. Mitchell, secre- 
tary nnd treasurer, aa officers, and of 
Armstrong, Burras and Mitchell D. 
Follansbee as tho executive commit- 
tee. 

.The actuary's report states that the 
condition of the company's books was 
such that a correct audit Is almost Im- 
possible. Among irregularities charged 
are cancellation of stock issued, a col- 
lection of partial payments for which 
nothing was issued, and tho issuing of 
stock which was not paid for. The 
actuary recites that President Arm- 
Btrong drew a salary of $1,000 -per 
month. "Juno 30, 1909," tho report 
says, "it was discovered that ho (Arm- 
strong) had overdrawn his salary 
$2,312." 



STATE TACKLES OIL TRUST 

Government Holds Back to Give Ten- 
nessee Chance In United States 
Supreme Court 

Washington, D. C— The. government 
has for the moment given way to let 
tho state of Tennessee wrestlo with 
tho Standard Oil in tho arena of the 
Supremo court of the United States. 

While tho main nttack upon tho 
great oil corporation under tho fed- 
eral anti-trust law has beon deferred 
for weeks, or perhaps even months, 
by the court's decision that ihe case 
must be reargued,. a subsidiary battle 
will be fought befoio the court this 
week over tho attempt of Tbn.ioBsee 
to oust the Standard from doing busi- 
ness there becauso of alleged viola- 
tion of the anti-trust otatuto of tho 
State. 

Tho state courts have held against 
the corporation, which now appeals lo 
tho federal supremo court from tho 
Judgment of ouster.

THREE ARE DEAD IN WRECK 

Six Others Fatally Hurt and Like 
Number Are- Missing— Freight 
Train Leaps Track. - 

Spokane, Wash.— As a result of a 
disastrous wreck on tho Northern Pa- 
cific railroad three miles rwest of. Spo- 
kane Thursday, three men aro dead, 
six are probably fatally injured and 
six others are unaccounted for.

iThe speaker told of the first concep- 
tions of astronomy on the part of the 
ancient Egyptians, declaring that it was 
tHeir belief that the sun.was a celestial 
botjy, which with other bodies of the 
universe, traveled down the Nile in a 
huge boat tr 

*&f ter a , time they became better 
versed in the ' subject and began the 
study of astrology, showing that the re- 
lation of the stars to the] earth and to 
the inhabitants of the world. 

; He told of the largest observatory in 
the United States, located at Mt Ham- 
ilton, Col., where the largest telescope 
in the world has been' installed, also 
telling of the splendid observatory at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., known as the 
Yerkes observatory. 

-Halley's comet, he Baid, was not dis- 
covered by Halley, . but ; it was Halley 
who figured out how often the comet* 
would pass within the vision bf the 
earth, etc. This was in an effort to 
equal the reputation of Sir Isaac New- 
ton. Halley made his discovery in 1696. 

Prof. Bowden said it was a mistaken 
idea that comets are dangerous. They 
are composed, he said, of merely "vol- 
itite, gaseous vapors and *the earth 
would not be harmed if it passed com- 
pletely through one of these bodies. 

'Halley's'comet is visible once every 
74' years for a period of about v 14 days. 
It has been estimated that its. tail ia.one 
hundred million miles long and/ Uiat. the . 
body travels at the rate of 300 miles a 
Becond. 

Mr. Bowden's talk was' so interesting 
that the hearers were held in wrapt at- 
tention until Its close. He has promised;! 
to visit us again next year iujd fcfve hfs'

SCORE OF BROKERS" NAMED 



Sale and Delivery of One Hundred 
and Fifty Thousand Bales at New 
York Will Be Inquired Into * 
by Grand Jury. 



Chicago. — A. federal probo' of tho 
cotton corner and the part in that 
corner being played by James A^ Pat- 
ten, has been instituted in New York 
and Chicago. 

As a result, it may be that Patten 
will be summoned to New York to 
give testimony. 

Cotton slumped heavily Monday as 
soon as the news of the federal in- 
vestigation was received. 

The probe will be made In connec- 
tion with proceedings against Frank 
B. Haynes and William P. Brown, cot- 
ton brokers of New Orleans. 

Other big brokers, both in Now 
York and Chicago, are Bald to bo in- 
volved with Haynes and Brown. 

At the offices of Bartlett, Patten & 
Co.— the firm headed by James A; Pat- 
ten, whols credited with having been 
the head of the cotton pool— It was 
neither affirmed nor denied that any 
summons to appear in court have been 
received here. 

More than a score of defendants arc 
named in tho proceedings and somo 
of them arc said to be prominent Chi- 
cago operators. Whether summons 
similar to those served in New York 
have yet reached Chicago could not 
be learned. 

The agreement Is alleged to have 
been entered Into on February 26, 
1910. It is charged that Haynes, Brown 
and others agreed that they should 
each purchase 150,000 bales of cotton 
to be delivered in New York between 
March and July and that this* cotton 
should be disposed of only at certain 
prices and under certain conditions 
named in the contract. 

Mr. Patten, who, because of his ac- 
tivity In the cotton market, was re- 
cently driven from the floor of tho 
eotton exchange in Liverpool, Eng- 
land, refused absolutely to discuss the 
matter or oven to receive callers. 

Several brokers who are believed 
to have acted for tlie pool In New 
York were summoned to appear before 
the United States circuit court for 
the yonthern district of New York to 
testify as to this alleged agreement. 
They are commanded to bring with 
them" all hooks and papers relating to 
the agreement. 

In all parts of the country a cotton 
panic followed the news of the court 
action in New York, and it Is said tXat 
Patten lost many thousands of dollars 
through reports that became current 
to the effect that he Is being made the 
especial target of the government. 



HYDE IS FLAYED AS. SLAYER 



Trial of Kansas City Doctor Charged 

With Murder of the Swopes 

Is Begun. 

KanfiaY City, Mo.— Before a court- 
room that was crowded to its capac- 
ity, James A. Reed Monday delivered 
the opening statement for the prosecu- 
tion In the Hyde murder trial. 

The trial was marked by a sharp 
clash between attorneys for the two 
sides. The defense waged a hard fight 
against the court permitting Mr. Reed, 
us special counsel, to deliver the open- 
ing statement. 

Judge Latshaw held that It was en- 
tirely legal, but as a precautionary 
move, suggested that Mr. Reed be ap- 
pointed a special prosecuting attor- 
ney. This was done. 

Tho greater part of tho statement 
was a repetition of tho charges made 
by state witnesses against tho physi- 
cian in depositions given before Doc- 
tor Hyde's attorneys. Tho deaths of 
Colonel and Chrlsman Swopc and of 
James Moss Hunton, executor of tho 
Swopc estate, were dealt with in de- 
tail. The charges that Doctor Hyde 
was responsible for the spread of ty- 
phoid fever in tho Swopc house, and 
that on three occasions he tried to 
poison Miss Margaret Swope, composed 
a considerable part of tho address. 

It was said by Mr. Reed that tho 
state would show that Colonel Swopc 
was poisoned with cyanide of potas- 
sium as w-ell as strychnine, and that 
strychnine and cyanide had been 
given to Chrlsman, the colonel's 
nephew. 

The story of Colonel Hunton's death 
was made a little clearer. According 
to the statement Dr. G. T. Twyman 
protested against Doctor Hyde bleed- 
ing Hunton to such an. extent as he 
did. Doctor Hydowns indicted for 
negligently killing ii'unton by blooding. 

Dr. George T.. Twyman,; physician of 
tho Swope family and one. of the prin- 
cipal witnesses against Doctor Hyde, 
died Monday evening from an opera- 
tion. The death ;of Doctor Twyman is 
a heavy b*ow to tho statu in the caso 
it Mas prepared against Doctor Hyde.

TAFT SENDS KINDLY LETTER TO 
WOMEN SUFFRAGISTS. 



Says On|y.,Regret Is That Incident 

May Embarracs Leaders of 

Movement. 



Washington. — With tho receipt of 
a kindly and thoroughly good- 
natured letter from President Taft, 
the convention of woman suffragists 
emerged smilingly from the cloud left 
on tho gathering by tho hissing epi- 
sode of Thursday night Tho presi- 
dent hastened to assure tho women 
that ho harbored no 111 feeling as tho 
result of the experience, nnd hoped 
that It soon would bo forgotten. 

The text of the letter follows: 

"I beg leave to acknowledge your 
favor of April 13. I unlto with you in 
regretting tho Incident occurring dur- 
ing my address to which your letter 
refers. I regret it not because of any 
personal feeling, for I havo nono on 
tho subject at all, but only because 
much more significance has been 
given to It than it deserves and be- 
cause it may bo used In an unfair way 
to embarrass the leaders of your move-: 
ment 

"I thank the association for the 
kindly and cordial tone of tho resolu- 
tions submitted nnd hope that feature 
of Thursday night's meeting which 
you describe as one giving your asso- 
ciation much sorrow may soon bo en- 
tirely forgotten." 

Monday the suffragists moved upon 
congress and presented their gigantic 
petition for votes. 

Tho hearings on the petition were 
held on Tuesday by the senate com- 
mittee on female suffrage and the 
house committee on the judiciary.

Chicago.— Tho body of little six-year- 
old Alfreda Boverlska, was found 
slain and mutilated In a shed 
three doors from tho home of 
tho Boverlska family. The child had 
been attacked and wns strangled, ac- 
cording to the police physician, ..while 
trying to call for aid. Her little gar- 
ments wero partially torn from tho 
body. 

Beside the body was found a little 
bag of candy for which the girl left 
her homo unescorted on Thursday 
night. After her exit from a candy 
store she was not seen until her body 
was found covered by tin cans nnd. a 
large strip of matting. 

Barney Bizoskn, thirty-four years 
old, a blacksmith helper, Is being 
held on suspicion. 



Washington.— An army of 70,000 
enumerators— larger than tho stand- 
ing army — Friday morning began 
tho task of counting tho population of 
tho United States. It la estimated 
that Undo Sam has about 90,000,000 
children and tho work- of checking 
thorn up must bo completed In one 
month. In tho cities the count will 
be made In 15 days and Borne of tho 
returns from, them are expected by 
tho first week In June. The exact 
population of tho entire country, how- 
ever, will not bo determined before 
September. 

The enumeration -will cover all the 
46 states, the two territories, Hawaii 
and Porto Rico. Alaskn, tho Phil- 
ippine islands and Guam are not In- 
cluded, as special arrangements are 
niado for numbering the people there. 
Tho inquiry comprises three principal 
branches: Population, agriculture, 
and manufacturing and mining. 

Tho questions cover tho acreage, tho 
valuo and tho product of farmB, In- 
cluding an especial . enumeration of 
animals, and tho capital Invested, the 
value of products, and the number of 
employees of mining and manufac- 
turing plants. 

Director .Durand Is counting.', upon 
00,000.000 names. This estlma'to Is 
based upon this calculations of his ex- 
perts, and makes allowance for an In- 
crease according to the tendencies 
shown In tho last three censuses. Be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 tho Increase In 
tho population" was -30 per cent; be- 
tween 1880 and 1890, 25 per cent.; be- 
tween 1890. nnd 1900,. 21 per cent If 
tho decrease should continue at tho 
same ratio there would bo a falling off 
this year of 17 per cent.
